These are parts o f letters that 
were sent to the grandfather o f 
Ro bert Gage, o f 6 301 Hartley , o r to 
so me member o f his family during 
the 18 00s and early 19 00s. 
Gage, a fireman with the Linco ln 
Fire Department, said that he fo und 
the letters when he was cleaning 
o ut an o ld trunk that belo nged to 
his father, Lo gan. 
The letters are faded, but still 
readable, 
and 
o ffer 
perso nalized 
glimpses into what is no w histo ry . 
Fo r ex ample, the letter dated Oct. 
27 , 18 56 , (the o ldest dated letter), 
sho ws that Gage’s uncle was activ e 
in the beginning o f the Republican 
Party . 
Co ndemning 
members 
o f 
t h e 
family who were Demo crats, Gage’s 
uncle said, “ . . . Let this Spirit 
(Declaratio n o f Independence) 
be 
religio usly and jealo usly ado pted, 
endo rsed, and imbibed . . . realiza-

Republicanism, So . . .

The letter was sent fro m Rushfo rd, 
Vt., and bears the signature o f 
William W. Gaige. 


No t all o f the letters are fiery 
patrio tic tho ugh. One that carried 
sad news was sent fro m Fullerto n 
o n Aug. 23, 19 04, and begin by 
say ing, “ Our baby is dead.’’ 


“ We had go ne to to wn and Ma 
had go ne o ut o f do o rs. TVhile she 
was o ut, the bo y go t the gun and 
sho t her. She liv ed two ho urs and 
was sev en mo nths o ld. We ‘burred* 
her the nex t day .’* 


A po stscript to the letter simply 
say s. “ The cro ps are pretty o ut her 
(sic).’’ 
Remembers Little 
Gage said t h at he remembered 
v ery little abo ut his grandfather, the 
recipient o f the majo rity o f the let­ 
ters, since he was abo ut 4 o r 5 when 
his grandfather died. 
But he can remember his father 
talking abo ut the family when they 
liv ed in Vermo nt and so me o f the 
o ther members liv ing in Illino is, 
Io wa, Kansas and Co lo rado .

A current o f electricity then 
is applied to the catheter so 
the heart’s beating “ pace’’ 
can be regulated artificially 
at a rate deemed appro priate 
to co mbat the disturbances in 
the electricity o f the heart’s 
o wn muscle which causes the 
fibrillatio n. 


The cardio lo gist said inser­ 
tio n o f a catheter into a v ein 
is a relativ ely simple surgical 
pro cedure usually do ne under 
lo cal anesthesia. 
The Walter Reed do cto rs 
indicated in their afterno o n 
bulletin that the electrical 
pacing had been intro duced 
after ano ther ty pe o f elec­ 
trical therapy had failed to 
suppress 
i n t e r m i t t e n t 
episo des o f the fibrillatio n. 
Defibrillatio n 
The 
prev io usly 
emplo y ed 
electrical technique is kno wn 
as defibrillatio n. It co nsists o f 
apply ing 
t w o 
paddle-like 
metal instruments to the pa­ 
tient’s chest and apply ing a 
kind o f co untersho ck to the 
heart ly ing beneath the chest 
wall.

It rang ed 
ov er familiar old battlefields 
45 to 75 miles northwest of 
Saig on — Loc Ninh, Katum, 
and Black Virg in Mountain— 
where sketchy field reports 
indicated the enemy nearly 
ov erran an American radio 
relay station manned by units 
of the 25th Infantry Div ision.

It has occurred to us that a common human fault is 
to ex p ect more in others than in self and to disp lay a 
critical nature that tends to cloud the thought p rocesses. 
Professional p oliticians, f o r instance, p ut words under 
a microscop e to find the weaknesses of an op p onent but 
they fail to recognize that the average p erson doesn’t do 
this. 
The art of p olitical analy sis and judgment is made 
much more sop histicated than the circumstances actually 
call for. What y ou need to do to judge the p olitical climate 
is to attemp t to look at candidates and issues as the voter 
looks at them — the average voter. 
Too, p eop le look critically at business, industry and 
government, often seeking inefficiencies and mistakes of 
the most minute nature. But if they cared to look at 
themselves, they would find much of the same thing in 
their lives. 
★ 
The average home, for instance, is a most inefficient 
p lace. Just consider how much time is sp ent and how much 
frustration is built up in looking fo?' items that have been 
carelessly misp laced. 
Perhap s there is something y ou wish to measure — 
a board, the height of a p icture, the growth of the y oungest 
child, etc. But where is the tap e measure? Certainly not 
where it should be and where y ou thought is was. 
And in the p rocess of finding it, a great many injustices 
are committed. Just about every one in the family is blamed 
for the difficulty of finding the tap e. The kids get the 
heavy end of the blame because y ou are sure one of them 
has used the tap e and left it ly ing somewhere. 
To voiir chagrin, however, the tap e turns out to be 
nestled in the p ocket of y our old jacket or y our work 
p ants. This shouldn’t surp rise y ou, though, as a number 
of things have gone through the washing machine In the 
p ockets of those clothing items. 


The w’ashing p rocess, in fact, can be almost as rewarding 
as a p eek under the cushions of a sofa or easy chair. 
When a p en cannot be found, the nail clip p ers have dissap - 
p eared and no comb can be located, a good bet is the 
cushions. 
Likewise, most wives come across a multitude of things 
while doing the family washing. The odd noises while the 
washer is running turns out to be, not the machine, but 
such things as sp ikes, coins, rocks, screwdrivers, hair 
curlers, etc.

And a 25-cent p iece 
being a rather innocuous thing, the true owner is hard to 
identify . 
It all goc.s to show that a degree of carelessness is 
rather characteristic of all of us. But what we ex cuse 
in ourselves we don’t like to tolerate elsewhere. 
’A’ 
If the filling station attendant can’t find a rag with 
which to check the engine oil, we think of him as a dreadful 
misfit. If his chamois has disap p eared and we get a p oor 
window washing job, we mutter to ourselves about never 
coming into the p lace again. 
To do a Job around the house, we might make three 
or four trip s where one well p lanned or ex ecuted trip would 
have sufficed. But if we see a clerk in a store do the 
same thing, we figure the p lace to be a bundle of inefficiency . 
Few p eop le do not notice some frivilous sp ending on 
the p art of the comp any or organization for which they 
work. Naturally , this causes the individual to contemp late 
what a more sup erior ex ecutive he would be than that 
which the comp any now has. 
Oddly enough, such a fellow doesn’t think of the nutty 
way s in which he has often sp ent his own money . His basement 
mav well be loaded with useless memorials to his own 
Imp ulsive habits but that is a different story . 
But if every one were p erfect, life would p robably be 
an awful drag.

ference between a shark and 
a p orp oise. 
“There's one or the other 
of them out near the p ier 
where 1 want to swim — if 
it's not a shark." he ex ­ 
p lained breathlessly . 
A girl behind the desk, 
having no book on the sub­ 
ject, telep honed a p rofessor, 
who obligingly relay ed the 
information: 
The distinction between a 
shark and a p orp oise is quite 
clear, he said: 
“ If it bites. It’s a shark. 
If no t, it’s a po rpo ise.”

Of course, it’s not really 
as 
easy 
as 
all that, 
to 
distinguish between the two. 
There are some 250 different 
sp ecies of sharks, and only 
12 of them are known as 
“man-eaters.” 
For every “Flip p er” ty p e 
p orp oise y ou’ll meet in mid­ 
ocean, there are p erhap s 100 
dolp hins who’d 
as s o o n 
p lay fully overturn y our raft 
as they would save y our life. 
And for every shark who’d 
like a p iece of y ou for din­ 
ner, 
there 
are 
hundreds 
who’d snub y ou on smell and 
wolf down a fellow-fish in­ 
stead. 


“The fear of sharks,” said 
Dr. Wheeling North, one of 
Scrip p s’ shark ex p erts wliom 
1 interviewed awhile back, 
“is 99 p er cent p sy chological. 
Any p redator c a r n i vo r e 
p refers his usual food to the 
taste of the unusual — and 
in the shark's case, his usual 
food is fish. If there are 
other fish around, he usually 
isn't 
interested 
in 
eating 
men.” 
Also, Dr. North added, “a 
shark resp ects a courageous 
human. 
Unless 
he 
i s 
famished, if he sees a human 
beat 
an 
orderly 
retreat, 
without p anic, a shark will 
not attack. It is a natural 
thing in the animal kingdom 
to admire bravery . 1 imagine 
even a well-fed lion, looking 
at a firmly p oised human, 
might say . ‘oh, wliat the hell’ 
—and back away .”

Shooting The Looters 


Attorney General Ramsey Clark has 
p rovided the American p eop le with a timely 
p iece of advice. Encouraging p olice to shoot 
looters, he said, could lead to “guerrilla 
warfare in our cities and division and 
hatred among our p eop le.” 
Clark continued: “This loose talk of 
shooting looters must stop . No civilized na­ 
tion in history has sanctioned summarily 
shooting thieves caught in the commission 
of their crime. None has used shooting 
as a control device. 


“Shooting looters 
creates 
the

p roblem its advocates claim is their p ur­ 
p ose to avoid. The death of the 12-y ear-old 
looter and the innocent by stander will in­ 
flame minds and sp irits for a generation. 
Is this American justice , . .? 


“Any one who thinks bullets are cheap er 
than adequate numbers of $10,000 p er y ear 
college-trained 
p olicemen 
values l i f e 


cheap ly 
and 
misunderstands h u m a n 
nature.” 


Adequate law-enforcement, Clark said, 
could p revent much looting from ever hap ­ 
p ening and could deal effectively with it 
when it does hap p en. 


Unfortunately , many citizens refuse to 
p rovide such enforcement. Lincoln, for in­ 
stance, has been undermanned in its Police 
Dep artment for y ears. It is not y et certain, 
either, if 10 new officers will be p rovided 
for in the coming y ear, desp ite the fact 
that this w'ould still leave us well below 
what we should have. 
Lincoln has been lucky in that the 
quality of the p olice force it has and the 
city ’s character and size have discouraged 
a high crime rate. Other cities are not 
so lucky and luck could run out on us 
at any time. If it ever does, we will never 
shoot our way out of the p roblem and 
neither will any other city .

Eugene McCarthy is to be com­ 
mended for asking his backers not to hold
